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The rail extension to Maidstone Street is now a definite probability. The Parliamentary Public 
Works Committee has recommended to the Governor-in-Council that the railway be extended to Maidstone 
Street and that improvements be made to the existing train service. The question of a further exten- 
sion beyond Maidstone Street was deferred pending more clear indications of future development in the 
Shires of Altona and Werribee. 


This approval by the committee is a nccessary step in the provision of 
railway extensions, It now requires Government assent and the finding of neces- 
sary finance, Due weight will without doubt be given to the findings of such 
at an all party committee. The direct cost of the extension is estimated as 
£60,000. Further improvements necessary will amount to £148,200. 


The intensive efforts over the last two years of 
the council and others in pressing for these exten- 
sions has now been fully justified. A negative re- 
port would have been a blow to their plans. The 
recommendations and comments on present facili- 
ties and bus services are all that could be desired. 


The Shire President, Cr. 
G. den Dulk, recalled that 
when accepting office as 
President he had referred to 
several matters he would like 
to see finalised during his 
term of office. 

He is pleased to hear the 
first of these items is on the 
way to attainment. 

Mr, J. W. Waters, Shire 
Secretary, said this is won- 
derful news and the report 
will be placed before the coun- 
cil at vhe next meeting on 
January 28. 

Details of the recommen- 
dations are as follows— 

The Altona line be exten- 
ded at a cost of £60,000 to a 


new terminal station near 
Maidstone Street, Altona. 


Also, the Railways Com- 
missioners to provide at a 
cost of £148,200-— 

(a) A crossover near Al- 
tona Junction to enable Al- 
tona line trains to use the 
Geelong track between Al- 
tona Junction and Newport 
South Junction; 

(b) A second track on the 
Altona line from Altona to 
a point one-third of a mile 
beyond the down end of the 
Mobiltown platform; 

(c) Automatic power signal- 
ing from Altona Junction to 
Altona, remotely controlled

No. 23.—JOHN 
KENNEDY. Kooringal 
Golf Club Professional. 

Kooringal Golf Profes- 
sional, John Kennedy, 
who has been seven years 
with that club, is cer- 
tainly well equipped to 
pass on hints to learners 
and other followers of 
the sport, as he served 
his time as assistant with 
well-known golfer and 
professional Arthur 
Spence, and he has been 
to the fore in many of 
the major golf tourna- 
ments held in recent 
years. 

Kennedy, who started 
swinging a club when he was 
four years of age, really 
started his big interest in 
golf by acting as a caddy at 
the Yarra Yarra Golf Club, 
where he remained until he 
transferred to Kooringal. 

He was also well known as 
a member of the Southern 
Golf Club where he was a 
member of their pennant 
team, and played from a 
handicap of three at the age 
of 17. 

Before leaving the junior 
ranks Kennedy and his part- 
ner Jeff Giles were success- 
ful in winning the Victorian 
Junior PGA Foursomes 
Championship held at the 
Latrobe Golf Club in 1956— 
they won this event by six 
strokes, 

With a score of 71, and 
three strokes behind the 
winner Peter Mills, Kennedy 
had to be content with sec- 
ond place in the Assistant 
Professionals Purse held at 
Green Acre in 1955,, but as 
the winners score of 68 was 
a record for the course, John 
was far from disgraced. 

It was not long before 
Kennedy was up among the 
big names of the golfing 
world, a8 in 1957 he finished 
an cqual second, one stroke 
behind Jack Harris in a £100 
tournament held at the 
Kooringal Golf Club. 

In 1958-59 he was more 
than holding his own among 
leading players Jack’ Harris, 
Ossie Pickworth and com- 
pany. 

At the Kew course in 
1959, Kennedy took second 
place in a professional tourna- 
ment with a 70—four strokes 
behind the winner Harold 
Knight who broke the course 
record by two strokes with 
Pickworth and Harris fur- 
ther back in the field. 

The evergreen and experi- 
enced Jack Harris, with a 73, 





proved one stroke better than 
Kennedy (a 74) in the Liquor 
Industry £100 purse at Keys- 
borough in 1961, and so con- 
tinued a sequence of second 
placings in big play for 
Kennedy. 

Consistent. play won out 
for Kennedy in 1962, as he 
broke through for a win in 
the Pro-Amateur Purse held 
at Commonwealth—he had a 
four under 70. 

Rated as being an unknown 
tn major golf tournaments, 
Kennedy caused one of the 
upsets of the year in 1962 
while playing in the Austra- 
lian PGA Championship at 
Rosedale. He defeated the 
highly fancied Bob Tuohy, 
and then went on to elimi- 
nate top player Frank Phil- 


lips by medium of some first | 


class putting, including a 60 
footer. 

In the semi-final of this 
event, veteran Eric Cremin 
ended Kennedy’s chances of 
a win in the tournament. 

Golf is now included as a 
sporting activity at scrools, 
and this added activity has 
seen the name Kennedy at 
the head of the golfing 
Clinics held at the Williams- 
town Technica) School and 
the McRobertson’s Girls High 
Schoo]. 

Kennedy also hes a yearly 
clinic for juniors at Koorin- 
gal, and he nominates there 
are numerous young players 
at the club who have bright 
futures as golfers, 

Young players who have al- 
Teady succeeded under the 
Kennedy touch are Peter 
and Ricky James, also 
Wayne Jacobson — each of 
these players in 1962 were 
successful in junior golf com- 
petitions. 

A number of Kennedy’s 
proteges are also playing 
senior and junior pennant 
golf with Kooringal, and with 
aSsistance provided by the 
ciub, Kennedy has every pos- 
sibility of coming up with a 
future golfing star.
